provided in the Master Plan of Delhi, 2001 and the relevant Acts and 
building bye -laws made there under ; 

AND WHEREAS , the Master Plan of Delhi, 2001 was extensively 
modified and notified by the Central Government on the 7th day of 
February , 2007 with the perspective for the year 2021 keeping in 
view the emerging new dimensions in urban development vis -a -vis 
the social, financial and other ground realities ; 

AND WHEREAS, the Master Plan of Delhi with the perspective for 
the year 2021 specifically provides for strategies for housing for 
urban poor as well as to deal with the informal sector; 

AND WHEREAS , a strategy and a scheme has been prepared by the 
local authorities in the National Capital Territory of Delhi for 
regulation of urban street vendors in accordance with the National 
Policy for Urban Street Vendors and the Master Plan for Delhi, 2021 , 
and is being implemented ; 

AND WHEREAS, based on the policy finalised by the Central 
Government regarding regularisation of unauthorised colonies , 
village abadi area and its extension , the guidelines and regulations 
for this purpose have been issued ;
